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PP - Where do you see the key match ups? 


WA - Games like this, which | see being fairly open and free flowing, are won and 
lost in the midfield. Both sides have excellent midfield’s and it is most likely, 
whichever teams midfield gets on top, will come out on top. Olympic like to use the 
flanks a lot, and with players like Brett Emerton out wide, you can understand why. 
Pablo and our own Mile Sterjovski were the two best strikers in the competition last 
season, and with both starting to find the back of the net again, these two will have 
to be watched closely. | believe we have the players, to not only match them but be 
better than them, and I’m confident the Power can make it back-to-back wins.
